Force of the explosion hurled 
many of the men to instant death and 
others apparently were suffocated by 
gas. There was no sign of fire. 

Hundreds of wives and relatives 
massed about the pithead tonight, 
waiting to identify bodies which res- 
cuery carried to the surface. 

Dr. James Henderson. who led one 
of the groups invading the mine, said 
the situation was “hopeless.” 

“We reached most of the bodies, 
he added. “A lot of the men had been 
killed by the violence of the explosion. |

Corn With Butter.

| Sweet corn, fresh from the garden, | 


cooked until tender, served hot with 


plenty of butter, is an excellent com- | 
favorite | 


bination of flavors and a 
vegetable for summertime meals. Only 
fresh tender corn 
serving. If you cannot be assured 
of its freshness, it is far wiser to 
purchase a good grade of canned corn. 
Rich golden butter and salt add a 
delicate, pleasing flavor to a platter 
of steaming corn. 

Cooking corn is a simple process. 
No matter what method is used, cook 
until tender. 
it is ruined by long cooking. 
Remove husks and the undeveloped 
tips from fresh sweet corn. Pull out 
the silky strands from between the 
rows of creamy white kernels. Place 
in a large kettle of boiling salted 
water. Be sure the ears are sub- 
merged. Note the time when the 
water again reaches the boiling point 
and boil & to 15 minutes, according 
to size and maturity of the ears. Corn 
is done when it is tender and still 
retains a little of the crispness that 
most people find agreeable in raw 
vegetables. Serve steaming hot with 
generous servings of butter. 

Some like to add 1-2 teaspoon of 
Sugar to a quart of water when cook- 
ing corn, if it is somewhat mature. 
Many good cooks like to add butter 
in cooking corn to make it more pala- 
table. They brush the urcooked ears

Cream Corn Special. 

Cut raw corn from cob to make 2 
cups and cook 5 minutes after it be- 
gins to simmer in 1 1-2 cups thin 
cream or whole milk. Add 1-4 tea- 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon sugar, dash 
paprika, 2 1-2 teaspoons melted but- 
ter. Place in shallow dish lined with 
buttered toast. Garnish with 
toast point and parsley, 

When raw corn is mattre, cut from 
cob and saute in butter until crisp 
and brown. Cooking corn in milk 
adds to its rich creamy whiteness and 
makes it more nutritious. Corn pud- 
ding is a favorite way to serve this 
vegetable, rich in jyitamins and so 
available in summer. 


Corn Pudding. 

Two cups frésh or canned corn, 2 
eggs, 1 3-4 cups milk, 3 tablespoons 
melted butter, 1 level tablespoon flour, 
1-8 teaspoon pepper, 1-2 teaspoon salt. 

Beat egsg slightly, blend flour and 
milk, add two eggs: then corn, melted 
butter, salt and pepper. Pour in well- 
buttered baking dish, set in pan o 
hot water and bake in a moderate 
oven, 350 degrees Fahrenheit about 
30 to 40 minutes. 


Eggplant Strips. 


One eggplant, 3 tablespoons salt, 2 | 


egg yolks, 2 tablespoons milk, 1 cup 
crumbs, 1-4 teaspoon pepper, 6 table- 
spoons fat. 

Cut eggplant into 2-3-inch crosswise 
slices... Discard brown rind. Sprin- 
kle each slice with salt and let stand

Being a collector is not only — 
jionable, but fun, whether you col- 
lect stamps or old glass or first edi- 


tions. Why people go in for useless 
knick-knachs I never could see, but 
some of them do. It seems so much 
more interesting to turn your hobby- 
riding instincts to some good end. 

Collecting recipes is a worth-while 
interest, and can be. put to good er 
t 
is one of those little ways of adding 
zest to everyday tasks. 

Cake recipes are fascinating to col- 
lect, and then to try. And if your 
family is like most of ours, the younger 
members especially will heartily en- 
dorse your hobby. 

Cakes With Lard. 

Perhaps you think you’ve made cakes 
in about all the good ways there are. 
But have you used lard for short- 
ening in any of fhem? If you haven't, 
there's a whole new field in cake 
baking opening up to you. 

Of course, you know the value of 
lard in pastry making, and what flaky 
pie crusts it makes It ranks higher 
in shortening value than any other 
plastic fat used in cooking. It is 
good for quickbreads and biscuits, and 
also for cookies, 

And you'll find it a very satisfac- 
tory and economical shortening for 
cakes, too. I like it especially for 
chocolate and spice cakes, but it can 
be used with good results with white 


cakes. 
Mixing Method. 
However, before I give you a group 


perhaps it might be well to describe 
the best mixing methods of cakes when 
lard is used. To make the lard and 
cream more easily, add two 
tablespoons of milk to the Jard. Then 
three-fourths of the amount of 
gradually. Cream until light 
and fluffy. Stir the egg yolks into the 
remaining milk. Beat the egg whites 
until stiff, but not dry; add remaining 
one-fourth sugar to the egg whites,

For spice cake: Sift with the dry

For cocoa cake: Sift 3 or 4 table- 
spoons cocoa with the flour, omitting 
the same amount of flour. 

For brown sugar cake: Use brown 
sugar, packing firmly, instead of gran- 
ulated. 

For date or raisin cake: Add the 
chopped fruit after dredging it in part 
of the flour. kd 

For nut cake: Add 1-4 to 1-2 cup 
chopped nut meats, dredged in part 
of the flour, after the cake is weil 
mixed. The fat should be decreased 
by half the amount of nuts used. 

Apple Butter Nut Cake. 

One-half cup (scant) lard, 1 cup 
sugar, 1 egg, 1 cup raisins, 1 cup nuts, 
1 3-4 cups flour, 1-4 teaspoon salt, 
1 teaspoon soda, 1 cup hot apple but- 
ter or apple sauce. 

Cream the lard and sugar together, 
add the beaten egg and continue to 
beat. Add the nuts and raisins, chop- 
ped and floured. Add the dry ingre- 
dients (flour, soda, salt) which have 
been sifted together, then the hot apple 
butter or sauce. Bake in layers in a 
moderate oven (375 degrees Fahren- 
heit). Put together with gapple but- 
ter or apple sauce, and sift powdered 
sugar over the top. Serve with a

Fruit Cake. 

One-half pound lard, 1-2 pound 
sugar, 1 cup sorghum, 5 eggs, 4 cups 
flour, 1 pound raisins, 1 pound cur-

FIFTY-FIFTY WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—A lot of people have been 
wondering and talking about what Président Roose- 
velt’s reform attitude may be if he is re-elected. 

A competent White House spokesman here, who knows as much 
about it as anyone, which is probably not much, has this interesting view: 

For the next two years, the President’s main problem would be to 
put the counfry on a firmer basis, by reducing expenditures and making 
better progress toward balancing the budget. If business continues to 
improve and he succeeds in getting his financial affairs into line in the 
first half of his second term, then he might be expected to devote the 
second half to developing some of his further reform theories, 

By that time, the complexiow of the supreme court may have been 
altered by a higher court. 

NOTE—The outcome of the congressional election will be a deter- 
mining factor in the President’s course. If the election is close, the re- 
publicans will gain important house strength, regardless of whether 
their candidate wins.

In the wisest of books we are told that God is love, and again that 
He is a spirit. He is, then, the spirit of love; and where the spirit of 
love is, there is God. . 

It is not too much te say that love is the whole of religion. . The 
Savior made it quite clear that the whole of the law is to love God and 
love one another. And the first and greatest of Christian teachers said 
as clearly that all religion is a hollow mockery without the spirit of love 
in man’s heart. 

People who regard religion as a foolish superstittion make much of 
the fact that its most devoted followers are the lowly, the poor and the 
unlearned.

_ Wealth, learning and fame make a man arrogant. They give him 
importance and therefore seem of greater worth than anything else. He 
feels no need of God, and he feels no interest in common men, for he 
doesn’t need them, either.

“Men at sea, when they see a spout 
coming—sometimes fire shot out of 
their great guns into it, to give it 
air or vent, so that it may break. 
But I did not ever hear that it proved 
of any benefit.” ae 
Other seamen thought that firing 
cannon was really helpful, for the 
spouts seemed to break down soon 
atterward. This may be explained by 
the fact that waterspouts, even when 
let alone, are likely to die down in 


from 10 to minutes. A few last 
an hour or so, but not many. . | 


5,000 feet. In general, the spouts do 
not rise more than half a mile, and 
some are less than 200 feet high. 

The tall spouts range in thickness 
from a -few feet to about 400 feet. 
Short waterspouts may make up for 
their shortness by their thickness, 
One of them, only about 100 feet high, 
had a thickness estimated at 700 feet. 
This spout was seen off the California 
coast in 1914. ° 

Waterspouts brought danger to 
small vessels which sailed the seag a 
century or two ago, but ocean liners 
of the present have little to.fear from 
them.

Finlay, a royal air force officer.

The Englishman cleared the first 
hurdle well ahead of Towns, but the 
Georgia boy caught him midway be- 
tween the third and fotirth hurdles. 
They raced neck and neck to the sev- 
enth barrier, where Towns turned on 
the heat and forged ahead to finish 
4 1-2 feet in front. Pollard came up 
fast from the rear and threatened to 
overtake Finlay but lost his chance 
to make it another one-two finish for 
Uncle Sam. 


The other American hurdler, Roy 
Staley, Southern California star from 
Corona, failed to reach the final 
when he finished fourth in the first 
semi-final heat in which Towns cre- 
ated his world’s record. 


Brilliant as was Towns’ victory it 
had to take second place for the day 
to the race of races, the classic 1.500 
meters, in which the first two men 
to cross the line smashed the world 
record and the first five to finish 
bettered the Olympic standard. 

The “metric mile,” in which 12 run- 
ners from nine nations faced the start- 
ers gun, fairly lifted the huge crowd 
out of its seats before Lovelock, med- 
ical student at Guy’s hospital, Lon- 
don, breasted the tape eight feet 
ahead of Glenn Cunningham, Law- 
rence, Kan., veteran and world’s rec- 
ord holder for the mile. Luigi Bec- 
cali, Milan, Italy, merchant and Olym- 
record-holder, finished third; 
Archie San Romani, slender musical 
student and cornetist from Emporia, 
Kan., fourth and Phil Edwards, lanky 
Canadian negro, fifth. 

FIVE BETTER MARK. 

All five men bettered the Olympic 
record of 3:51.2 set by Beccali, Mi- 
land powerhouse, at Los Angeles. 
Lovelock’s ‘winning time was a full 
second under the former world mark 
mer Princeton star, at Milwaukee 
June 30, 1934. Cunningham’s time 
of 3:48.8 also broke the world rec- 
ord by four-tenths of a second. Bec- 
cali’s time was 3:49.2, San Romani’s 
3.00 and Edwards’ 3:50.4. 

Jerry Cornes, Great Britain, who 
placed second at Los Angeles, was 
able to get only sixth today as he was 
timed in 3:51.4, just two-tenths of a 
second off the fastest previous Olym- 
pic 1,000 meters. Dhe other Ameri- 
can entry, veteran Gene Venzke, hold- 


er of the indoor mile record, placed 


| ninth, unable to match. the dazzling

| bled for a 1,500 meter race. 


After the race Lovelock revealed a 
mistake in the position of the starting 
line which caused him to have to run 
three yards farther than Beccali, who 
drew the pole. 

One of the biggest surprises of the 
Olympics came when the German stu- 
dent, Stoeck, won the javelin throw, 
an event previously monopolized by 
the Swedes and Finns. Matti Jarvi- 
nen, a bespectacled storage worker in 
Finland, world’s record holder’ and 
Olympic champion, had been consid- 
ered the “surest thing” in the Olym- 
pics.
